Body to Consider Unrest 
Among Workingmen. 
Premier Says Hun Block- 

ade Will Remain Until 
Peace. | 


London, February 27.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—After an ali- 
day session devoted to airing the 
various phases of labor unrest, the 
industrial conference called by the 
government and in which govern- 
ment ministers, labor leaders and 
representatives of the big employ- 
ing interests participated, adopted 
@ resolution presented by Arthur 
Henderson, laborite, for the ap- 
pointment of a joint temporary com- 
mittee to be composed of thirty la- 
borites and thirty capitalists, to 
make a thorough investigation into 
the questions of hours, wages, gen- 
eral conditions of work, unemploy- 
ment and its prevention and the 
best means for promoting the rela- 
tions between capital and labor. 
The committee will report back to 
the conference, which will reassém- 
ble on April 65.:

Mexican Seare Ridiculed. 


Suggestions that Mexico might 
join in imposing conditions on the 
country were ridiculed by the sena- 
tor, who said that Mexico was not 
eligible for membership because she 
could not give the requisite guaran- 
tees of her intention and ability to 
comply with international obliga- 
tions. 

Senator Hitchcock answered in de- 
tail the recent criticisms of Sena- 
tors Borah and Cummins, of lowa, 
republicans, and Reed, of Missouri, 
democrat.

Brunswick, Ga., February 27.— 
(Special.)—The mamnroth picric 
Plant of the war department in 
Brunswick, on which work was 
stopped a few weeks after the armi- 
stice was signed, is now in sych 
shape that it can be sold, according 
to an announcement made here yes- 
terday, and it is expected that th-« 
future of the big plant will be 
known shortly. 

The war department has received 
information from the salvage board, 
which has been handling the ques- 
tion, that matters are in shape that 
negotiations may be opened for the 
sale. It is believed here that there 
will. be a number of prospective pur- 
chasers, as it is known that repre- 
sentatives of many of the largest 
manufacturing plants in the country 
have been here and made a thor- 
ough investigation into the plant, 
the site, the amount of money that 
will be necessary to complete it, 
ete, It is reported that two com- 
panies have already opened negoti- 
ations for the property. The deal, 
it is thought, will involve four or 
five million dollars.

PALMER 1S NAMED 
ATTORNEY GENERAL 


Washington, February 27.—A. 
Mitchell Palmer today was nomi- 
nated to be attorney general. 

Mr. Palmer probably will take of- 
fice March 4, the date tentatively 
fixed by Attorney General Greg- 
ory for his retirement when he re- 
signed several months ago to return 
to private practice of law. 

Alien Property Custodian. 

The resignation of Mr. Palmer as 
alien property custodian has not 
been announced and there has been 
no intimation as to who may suc- 
ceed him in that office. 

Mr. Palmer is a native of Strouds- 
burg, Pa., and 47 years old. He 
graduated from Swarthmore college 
in 1891, and two years later was 
admitted to the bar. 

In 1908 he was elected to congress 
and served three terms from the 


+Twenty-sixth Pennsylvania district, 


becoming a member of the commit- 
tee on ways and means and framing 
the metal schedule in the Under- 
wood bill. Since 1912 he has been 
a member of the national democrat- 
ic committe. 

Defeated by Penrose 

In 1914, running on the democratic 
ticket for the senate, he was de- 
feated by Senator Penrose The fol- 
lowing year he was appointed by 
President Wilson a judge of the 
United States court of claims, but 
declined to accept. “It was gener- 
ally reported that he was offered 
the war portfolio in President Wil- 
son’s first cabinet, but .asked to 
be excused because he was a Quaker. 

When the United States entered 
the war Mr. Palmer became chair- 
man of the fifth district board of 
Pennsylvania under the selective 
service act, continuing direction of 
the board’s operation until] October 
of the same year, when President 
Wilson named him alien property 
custodian, 

Mr. Palmer married Miss Roberta 
Bartlett Dixon. of Eastman, Md., 
and they have one child, a daughter 
10 years old.

He 
declared he went to Cody direct be- 
cause Terrell “threw me down and 
wouldn’t take my part.” 

Fincher said he believed the men, 
or some of the mén at No. 11 wanted 
to run him away, and in closing his 
testimony he told about Chief Cody 
calling him down for ringing his 
bell on Whitehall street viaduct. 
“Maddox was driving the truck 
about twenty miles an hour,” said 
he, “and I was afraid we might hit 
something.”

_L. P. Driskell, of No. 11, who has

ing over at No. 11,” where compara- 
tive quiet had reigned before that

“J told Captain Terrell that Chief 
Cody’s heart was as big as the Ma- 
rietta car,” said he, and detailed a 
conversation, in which Terrell had 
said Cody loved the women and 
liquor and cursed a great deal. 

He said Terrell was good to him up 
to Christmas of 1917. when it became 
known to the captain of No. 11 that 
he (Driskell) was a Cody man, and 
said that from the time he gave Ter- 
rell to understand that he was for 
Cody for chief his troubles at No.

“Shortly after I was saved from 
sin,” said Driskell, “I went to call | 
on a lady who had been a member 
of our church—she and her hus- 
band—and while there she told me 
how much Chief Cody thought of 
them and asked me what I thought 
of the department. I told her I was 
ashamed to go on the street in a 
fireman’s uniform eee a lady 
had told me she couldn’ ass up a 
street in front of an engme house 
because of the language and be- 
cause a fireman was hauled home 
in a drunken condition. 

Says He Has Right. 

Driskell admitted on cross-exam- 
ination that he knew nothing about 
the constitution of the United 
States and its guarantee of free 
speech and a free press, and claimed 
that he had a right to destroy the 
publications sent out by the Chris- 
tian Scientists on the ground that 
such matter was “false doctrine.” 

He declared the alleged “cursing” 
of men at 11 was offensive to him 
and that Cody’s alleged profanity, 
some of which he said he had heard, 
was also offensive. 

He told Cody about Evans’ stay- 
ing away from the engine house 
and that he had seen Evans with a 
woman. He didn’t see Bvans do 
anything wrong—but said it was 
wrong for him to talk to other 
women. Mrs. Evans had talked to 
him over the phone about the mat- 
ter, he said. 

He said Evans had called him a 
liar, and that although he was a 
conscientious @bjector to fights, he 
found it hard to refuse to resent the 
insult. 

He could not explain why it was 
that although he lived at 333 White- 
hall street and that there are many 
stations between that place and No. 
11 on North avenue, he had been 
sent by Cody-out to the North ave- 
nue house. 

He said he had been taken from 
No. 4 because of a disagreement 
with Captain Ivy, who objected to 
his typewriter, his preacher vis- 
itors and his prayers. 

“Captain Ivy treated me harshly,” 
he said. 

“He said I would have to g0 
to the office (of Cody) because I 
prayed so much, had so many Meth- 
odist preachers around and because 
my typewriter disturbed the men. I 
asked him when I should go and he 
said, ‘the sooner the better,’ and as 
I pray over all things, I laid on my 
face all night, bereging God to de- 
feat the devil.’’ He stated that he 
did not want to do anything that 
would injure the department, and 
closed by saying that the alleged re- 
ligious persecution was brought to 
an end for the time being by his 
being sent by Cody from No. 4 to 
No. 11. “Captain Ivy later cursed 
me, thourh,”’ said the preacher. 

Driskell’s tectimony was one of 
the features of the day, and he 
evinced great earnestness in speak- 
ing of his relizious. geal and grati- 
tude to Chief Cody, whom he char- 
acterized as a fine officer. 

J. S. Jenkins, a driver at No. 11, 
told about remarks of disrespect 
Straub had made concerning the de- 
partment and said Cody was a good 
chief. He said he was with No. 15 
wagon on the day of the big fire 
and that it laid out all its hose. 


Fire Effectively Handted. 


J. P. Allen, of the J. P. Allen 
company, said that Chief Cody had 
handled the fire in his store in the 
most efficient manner, and that the 
insurance on the building was paid 
without question. 

Colonel Fred J. Paxon, of Davison- 
Paxon-Stokes, next door. also tes- 
tified as to Cody’s -handline of the 
J. P. Allen fire, and said his com- 
pany was so pleased that they sent 
Cody a check for $100. 

Captain M. E. Benson, of No. 3. 
said he was not drunk on day of 
the big fire. He told of seeing 
Harold Cummings on a car at 7 Dp. 
m. Christmas night and of loud talk 
that made him believe the young 
man was not then in the best condi- 
tion. Captain Benson said he of- 
fered to take young Cummings 
home. Cummings was quoted by 
Benson as saying he was not satis- 
fied with the administration of the 
fire department. 

Benson paid a tribute to Cody as 
a chief, and said the men, or most 
of them, respect him. 

Lieutenant John T. Peel, who has 
been in the department 19 years, 
déclared he has never had to send 
anyone to the chief's office, not- 
withstanding he was at No. 11 for 
several months. 

He was for Cody—and never heard 
the chief abuse men. 

Lieutenant F. F. Wilson, never 
heard Cody abuse men. He said he 
had heard Straub make remarks 
about our country not being neutral 
as between Germany and the allies. 
and repeated the remark attributed 
to Straub that he (Straub) hoped 
all ships on ocean would be sunk. 
He declared that Straub said we had 
no right to starve Germany. Wilson

if this amendment was enacted, it 
would mean a violation of the armi- 
stice. He said he did not think it 
a “fitting preface for the league 
of nations to begin by breaking an 
agreement,” adding he could not see 
how the president could sign a bill 
containing such a provision. 

Exception to this view was taken 
by Senator Smith, of Georgia, who 
said he did not believe it interfered 
with the status quo, asserting the 
president recently took barley off 
the embargo list. 

President Wilson spent two 
hours at the capitol today 
conftrring with scores of dem- 
ocratic members of congress, 
discussing innumerable legislative 
affairs, measures to expedite the 
work of congress before adjourn- 
ment next Tuesday, patronage and 
the league of nations and questions 
related to his work at the peace 


conference. 
Embargo on Cotton, 


Most of the president’s callers 
came with requests, either for aid in 
legislation or on patronage or other 
affairs. Besides the legislative sit- 
uation, the president discussed the 
cottonexport embargo with a dele- 
gation of southern memhkers, advis- 
ing them that until the peace treaty 
was signed he could not act to raise 
the embargo against enemy coun- 
tries. 

Unless an agreement is reached 
by the European allies to remove 
the embargoes nothing can be done, 
President Wilson said. The peti- 
tion on behalf of members from the 
cotton states was presented by Sen- 
ator Smith, of South Carolina, and 
the president informed him he will 
do all he can to relieve the situa- 
tion, but held out no encourage- 
ment. 

The president told the cotton 
states representatives and senators 
that under the terms of the armi- 
stice Germany’s status quo must be 
maintained, which was a further 
discouraging indication for the cot- 
ton situation. 

Throughout the president’s stay, 
both senate and house continued en- 
gaged at high pressure on their con- 
gested calendars and much headway 
was made during the day. Ultimate 
failure of several important meas- 
ures, however, still was regarded by 
leaders as almost certain. 

From 3:30 o’clock to 5:30 o’clock 
a constant stream of callers filed 
into the chief executéve’s private 
roam off the senate chamber, while 
the president, standing, gave and 
received suggestions on a multitude 
of subjects. At the close of the 
visit the president received rlews- 
paper correspondents and with great 
freedom discussed legislative af- 
fairs, the proposed constitution of 
the league of nations and his imme- 
diate personal plans. 

No Special Session Cal]. 

_ During his conferences the presi- 
dent emphatically reiterated his de- 
termination not to call the new con- 
gress in extraordinary session until 
he returns from France and asked 
administration leaders to so inform 
the republicans who were represent- 
ed by the democrats as determined 
to defeat the Victory Loan bill and 
thus force an extra session. Lead- 
ers were urged by the president to 
pass that and all urgent appropria- 
tion and other measures. 

While the president was at the 
capitol the senate debated the 
$1,000,000,000 wheat guarantee bill, 
Chairman Hitchcock, of the foreign 
relations committee, made his ad- 
dress on the league of nations and 
the house debated the general de- 
ficiency appropriation measure. 

“Speeding up” measures bore. fur- 
ther fruit in both houses. The 
measure validating about $2,750,- 
000,000 in informal war contracts 
was completed, both bodies adopt- 
ing ‘the conference’ report. The 
house approved the conference re- 
port on the oil land leasing bill, but 
it was held up in the senate because 
of controvérsy over the California 
and Wyoming naval reserve fields.

The president agreed, but it 
was said, stated that he had read 
them all and believed there would 
be found little of value to the com- 
mittee in its work.

This attitude upon the part of 
Judge Humphries is one that all de. 
cent, law-abiding citizens will com: 
mend. 

If it were emulated by courts 
everywhere, and extended to in- 
clude all classes and types of crime, 
it goes without saying that crime 
would soon become unattractive to 
many who, in a sense of security 
against severe penalty, even in the 
event of apprehension, look upon 
it as a remunerative means of live- 
lihood. 

If Judge Humphries will continue 
in line with the splendid precedent 
he has established, and, whenever 
a criminal is proven guilty beyond 
“a reasonable doubt,” impose a pen- 
itentiary sentence that extends to 
the limit of the law, it ‘will have a 
markedly wholesome effect in put- 
ting Atlanta on the “undesirable” 
list of the professional évil-doers.

Judge Brand made the first ef- 
fort to get his amendment, which, 
in its original draft, specifically 


provided for lifting the embargo on- 


cotton, attached as a rider to the 
wheat bill, the measure providing 
for an appropriation of a billion 
dollars to take care of a differen- 
tial in wheat prices under the price- 
fixing legislation of a year ago. And 
he made one of the best ten-min- 
ute speeches delivered on the floor 
in many days. He failed on this by 
being ruled out on a point of order. 
The day following, however, he 
watched his opportunity, very 
adroitly nationalized his amend- 
ment, and caught it in the sun- 
dry bill in a paragraph where

out on a point of order. And it 
passed without a negative vote. Of 
colirse, it may be killed in the sen- 
ate, @r in conference.

Extracts From 
Brand’s Great Speech. 


I wish I had the space to give 
the full text of Judge Brand's 
speech. It wag strong and forceful 
and to the point, and was received 
with the greatest enthusiasm on 
both sides of the chamber. I will 
give some extracts from it anyway— 


“I take the position; if any dowbt 
exists in the mine of the chairman 
as to the- propriety of this amend- 
ment, that it should be resolved in 
its favor, because the cotton-grow- 
ing states and the farmers who pro- 
duee the cotton are suffering the 
greatest calamity short of human 
life which could befall a people. 
The great cotton-growing section of 
this country is facing perilous times, 
and [I firmly believe that if this 
embargo on cotton is lifted the at- 
mosphere would clear up, and that 
what now appears to be a pending 
calamity may be turned into a na- 
tional blessing. 

“As all of us know, this espion- 
age law embractng among other 
things an embargo upon the expor- 
tation of ‘cotton is war leg.slation. 
As the war terminated last Novem- 
ber [I can see no earthly necessity 
for continuing this blockade on any 
sort of exports, much less should it 
operate a day longer against cotton. 

“In my judgment all this legisla- 
tion which was enacted on account 
of the war should be repealed as 
soon as possible, in order that the 
business of this country may get 
back to normal conditions. (Ap- 
plause.) : 

“T eannot see for the life of me

why any member of this house or 
why the administration or any of 
those high in authority should in- 
sist that this legislation should be 
continued, particularly when it 
benefits no section of the United 
States and is working irreparable 
loss and damage tO a great section 
of our common country. 

“The lifting of this embargo will 
work no injury to_tne constituents 
of any member of this house, it mat- 
ters not what section of the coun- 
ytry is represented. 

“Millions of dollars have _ been 
given to the poor and suffering 
people of Europe. Billions of dol- 
lars have been loaned to all the 
allied countries of the entente pow- 
ers. The taxpayers of this country 
have been burdened on account ef 
the necessities Of war by the issu- 
ance of billions of dollars of bonds, 
and now that peace has come, I 
think it is high time that we begin 
to consider the interests and neces- 
sities of our own people. (Ap- 


plause.)”’ re

you to give him a dollar. He does 
not ask you to loan him a doliar. He 
does not ask you to fix a price on 
cotton. He does not ask you to 
guarantee a fixed price on cotton. 
All he asks is fair play and fair 
treatment and that the shackles 
which have been placed upon cotton 
by this embargo be stricken and the 
chains which for months have held 
it captive may be broken, and in this 
way so far as possible we may be 
able to prevent the vultures in the 
New York and New Orleans ex- 
changes from further inroads upon 
the welfare and welltbeing of the 
cotton growing states.

When the administration, in Oc- 
tober of last year through Baruch, 
laid its hand on cotton and began 
to meddle with the price of it, though 
done in good faith and on account of 
the exigency of the war, the law 
of Bupply and demand was para- 
lyzed This action turned loose an 
avalanche which almost swept the 
cotton grower of the south into 
bankruptcy and financial destruc- 
tion, ; 

When the war was on and the re- 
sults of it seemed uncertain and 
when the fate of humanity and civil- 
ization was trembling in the balance 
and the high seas were filled with 
submarines destroying human lives 


cotton was selling in the open mar- 
kets at 27 cents per pound. When 
the administration began. under the 
authority given it by title 7 of the 
espionage act, to regulate the ex- 
portation of cotton, the price be- 
gan to go down. The bears took 
advantage of the situation. The 
cutthroats and robbers in the ex- 
changes of the country saw an op- 
portunity to enrich themselves at 
the expense of the laboring people 
of the south. They seized upon it, 
and have been sucgessful in their 
operations from that day to this. 
Hundreds of banks have advanced 
money on cotton on the assumption 
that it would sell around 35 cents 
per pound. Hundreds of merchants 
are in dire straits and many others 
have lost the accumulation of years 
by reason of the operation of these 
exchanges. Landlords have suffer- 
ed heavily. but the most distressing 
feature of the whole situation is 
the suffering which the poor labor- 
ing people have endured on account 
of the great slump in the price of 
cotton. The man without land, the 
cropper and tenant, both twhite and 
colored, is the least able to endure 
the havoc wrought by these cotton 
gamblers. 
Though indulging. in grave reflec- 
tions while carrying the lead which 
he should not bear. as “the plough- 
man homeward plods his weary 
way,” he endures the pending peril 
like a stoic, and vet it is nothing 


the. victim of the cotton conspira- 
tors, who have deliberately robhed

Al- 
ready Purkestan has been turned 
into chaos and Bokhara has been 
disrupted, and the leaven is working 
in the Caucasus. What will it mean 
to civilization if the illiterate masses 
of Persia, India and Turkey become 
infected with this virus of class 
consciousness and class hatred? 


Western Europe, in the opinion of 
many, is reasonably safe from Bol- 
shevikism; the majority of the peo- 
ple have education and some small 


stake in property. They can see 
that the new cult has worked harm 
and not good for the mass of the 
Russian population. While radical 
social programs may and probably 
will prosper all over the world, for 
the  triurhph of Bolshevikism, 
there is needed an _ illiterate 
general population which. has 
long suffered under autocratic 
and unjust sway. When, as _ in 
Great Britain and America, Bolshe- 
vikism could vote itself into supreme 
power, if the people so desired, 
there is not likely to be repeated the 
Russian tragedy. If gg had not 
been a Czar and Black Hundred in 
Russia there never would have 

a Trotzky and a Red Guard. Autoc- 
racy breeds Bolshevikism; democ- 
racy bars it. | 


Now behold the fertile field in 


the bottom on the top. In western 
and central Asia the average man 
has always had a hard time. Pov- 
erty has been normal with him. He 
and hunger have often been bed- 
fellows. A hard-handed master of 
some sort has been over him since 
the days of Pharaoh and Nebuchad- 
nezzar. Officialdom has represented 
tyranny. The winds of the west 
have of late been blowing ozone of 
liberty into his lungs. His.talk is 
all of the new and better time com- 
ing. The east is waiting. 

Following the line of least resist- 
ance, Russian Bolshevism has swept 


southward and southeastward. Al- 


ready it has scored  Uisturb-

Is it any wonder 
that responsible statesmen are dis- 
turbed? 


Concerning remedies, it is easier 
to theorize than to apply them. 
Athwart the downward drift of Rus- 


sian red radicalism should be thrust 
the b rrier of newly awakened and 
encouraged nationalism, Real pa- 
triotism is the greatest stumbling 
block to Bolshevik “international- 
ism.” Quick relief. for the actual 
hunger that makes men ready to 
grasp at any remedy, however mad, 
is an indicated measure. Some form 
of assisted Stabilized government in 
these disorganized regions alone are 
inadequate, for beliefg cannot be 
fought with bayonets. Whatever is 
done will have to be done quickly.

No Exorbitant Taxes, 


* Asked for the conditions under 
which the city ghould place a tax 
upon businesses, City Attorney May- 
son said there were restrictions— 
one that @ tax above $300 could not 
bé imposed, and the other that no 
e exorbitant or excessive. 
Thus council would be entirely 
within its rights if it should order 
a tax on milk dealers’ profits. 

When approached on the subject 
one milk dealer, manager of a large 
wholesale establishment, said that 
he thought that the creation of the 
milk commission would not be satis- 
factory to the milkmen unless its 
personnel were made up of three 
representatives from the milk pro- 
ducers, three from the depot men 
and three disinterested citizens 
chosen from the chamber of com- 
merce or other such organization. 

Under these conditions he felt 
that a reasonable price could be 
agreed upon, which would work jus- 
tice to all. In the event that the 
board did not include this two-thirds 
representation’ from the milkmen he 
thought a milk ‘strike might result. 

The manager of another milk de- 
pot made the commeht that if milk 
prices were let alone a while longer, 
they would adjust themselves at a 
lower rate’when feedstuffs begin to 
come down, and the dairymen have 
fewer “drys” among their herds. 

Woman Makes Complaint. 

One woman has wirtten a letter to 
The Constitution denouncing vigor- 
ously a north side pharmacy where 
she bought a pint of milk for 25 
cents, with the promise of a refund 
of 10 cents whenthe bottle was re- 
turned, On the occasion of the bot- 
tle’s return, the manager had to be 
yea lled in before the return was 
made, 

The writer did not state whether 
or not this druggist was a licensed 
dealer, and bound, therefore, to ob- 
serve the customary practices, or 
whether he was merely selling the 
Pint of milk as a convenience to a 
nr ard but without desire on his 

rt. 

The fight which is being made 
for lower milk will include an inves- 
tigation of the price which is being 
paid for glasses of milk at founts 
and lunch counters. Kuhn’s restau- 
rant, the manager said Thursday, 
has never raised its price of miik 
}from 5 cents a glass, feeling that

Mrs. Wing’s Letter, 


The following letter was issued 
Thursday by Mrs. Newton C. Wing: 

Editor Constitution: My attention has 
been called to a card appeari in this 
morning’s Constitution from Mr. . S&S. Dur 
can which would tend to indicate that the 
statement published in Monday morning’s 
paper relative to the reduction in the price 
of feedstuffs was not authentic. 

There are two principles which have been 
maintained in the investigation by the wom- 
en’s milk committee throughout the pres- 
ent campaign: 

First, truth in all statements given to the 
press or elsewhere. 

Second, absence of personal criticism and 
an effort to make a fair presentation of all 
conditions bearing on the price of milk. 

We feel, therefore, that the letter of Mr. 
Duncan requires comment. As chairman of 
the milk committee of the Federated Wom- 
en's Clubs I secured a personal statement 
from Mr. Duncan Sunday exactly as quoted 
in Monday morning’s paper, except that the 
quotation on ‘‘cotton seed hulls’’ was jn- 
correctly quoted as ‘‘cotton seed.”’ 

I telephoned Mr. Duncan concerning this 
mistake Monday morning, and he told me 
that aside from this error the other state- 
ments were absolutely correct. The mis- 
quotation concerning cotton seed hulls I 
caused to be corrected in Monday after- 
noon’s papers and in all subsequent state- 
ments. The quotation om mill seed was 
given to me Sunday by Mr. A. McD. Wilson, 
the well-known Atlanta dealer, at whose 
suggestion I phoned Mr. Duncan for prices. 

I trust that the above statement will be 
taken in the spirit in which it is written, 
namely, an endeavor to place before the 
Atlanta public a fair and correct exposition 
of the present conditions which may affect 
the cost of production of milk. It as- 
suredly is obvions that feed prices have been 
materially reduced in the last thirty days, 
and that conditions indicate that the future 
trend of prices of these commodities will 
be downward rather than otherwise.

considered in advertising,” he said, 
“was that of the man who had space 
to sell; next that of the man who 
had to buy space, and last of all, that 
of the consuming public. That has 
now changed so that advertising is 
really a service to the consuming 
public, and last of all to the medium 
which is used. 

“We have come to the conclusion 
that this is right, not from any 
philanthropic motives, but because 
we believe that it is the only order 
in w hice great business can hope to 
exist.” 

One object of his visit here, Mr, 
Pratt said, was to interest mer- 
chants mand publishers in an effort 
to have a fraudulent advertising 
statute put upon the laws of the 
state. ,Georgia is one of the very.

Mr. Pratt was enthusiastic over — 
the project brought before the club 
by Mr. Watters in regard to extend- 
ing commercial education through 
federal aid.

Watters said that the government 
now makes appropriations for other 
kinds of vocational education, such 
as home economics and agriculture, 
and should, therefore, help in fur- 
thering business training.

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THE HEALTH AUTHORITIES IN 
A QUANDARY. 

The epidemic of the “flu” which 
has swept through the country, de- 
stroying more lives than we lost in 
the war, is likely to recur here and 
there or everywhere one or more 
times within the next few months, 
the health authorities have warned 
us. That has been the history of 
previous influenza epidemics. 

Already in many communities the 
health officers are making more 
vigorous efforts to control, the dis- 
ease. In cities where the physi- 
cians merely reported cases in the 
first invasion the health boards are: 
now requiring isolation of the re- 
ported cases for two weeks. 

And here is where the situation 
becomes ticklish. There is no known 
way of determining positively 
whether & given illness is the “flu” 
or just the ordinary infection of 
the upper respiratory tract that 
prevails every year. It is up to the 
attending physician to make a good 
guess that it is or is not the “flu. 
But, wait, is that exactly fair? Or 
is it even a safe plan? Will not a 
great many cases of ordinary s0- 
called “colds” and “grippe,” as seen 
every year and all the year, be un- 
justly isolated? And does it not 
place the health authorities in a 
ticklish situation to decide wheth- 
er a given physician is reporting his 
cases or concealing them? 

It looks ticklish to me. I do not 
see how the hegith authorities are 
going to cope with the situation 
even reasonably well unless they 
rule right now that every and all 
acute respiratory infections must be 
reported and the patients isolated.

A report of the activities of the 
central officers’ training school for 
infantry since its inception at gins 
Gordon, which has been filed wit 
the camp intelligence officer by of- 
ficials of headquarters of the train- 
ing school, shows that a total of 
7,928 men have been enrolled in the 
school, and that $3,745 have been 
graduated and commissioned offi- 
cers in the infantry reserve cor “ 

The report does not include t 
statement that several thousand oF 
the student officers asked for and 
were granted immedi‘ate discharges 
from the service when the armistice 
was signed. Under orders of the 
war department they were at that 
time given their choice to leave the 
school or to remain in it and grad- 
uate as officers. 

The school is one of the greatest 
in the country, and a detailed re- 
port of its accomplishments will be 
of general interest, both at the 
camp and in Atlanta. Bearing in 
mind the discharge of the. candi- 
date-officers mentioned above, the 
following facts will give a clear im- 
pression of the work of the school:

FOR FLINT RIVER 


Albany, Ga., February 27.—(Spe- 
dial.) —It is anticipate that con- 
struction work will begin in the 
course of the next few weeks on 
the dam of the Georgia-Alabama 


miles above Albany. The deal by 
which this site, formerly owned by 
the Albany Power and Manufactur- 
ing company, passed to the Georgia- 
Alabama concern has now been ful- 
ly consummated. The sale carried 
also title to the power plant on 
Muckafoonee creek and the auxil- 
dary steam plant, both excellent 
properties. hey are only about 
half a mile from the point at which 
the river dam will be built. 

President Shemwell, of the Geor- 
gia-Alabama Power company, has 
stated that all necessary financial] 
arrangements bave been made for 
completing the river project. A 
concrete dam will be placed in the 
river at Porter shoals, and work 
will be well under way by early 
summer. Details of the project have 
not been made public, though it is 
understood a new- power plant will 
be built on the river. The possibil- 
ity of diverting river water to the 
present plant on Muckafoonee 
creek has been considered by engi- 
neers, but as this would necessitate 
digging a canal that would present 
a good many ‘problems, it is not 
thought this plan will be followed. 

With the harnessing of the river 
something like 12,000 additional 
horsepower will be made available. 
It is the intention of the Georgia- 
Alabama Power company to carry 
power over cable lines to a number 
of towns in this section.

Columbus A viator, 


Has Thrilling Tale 


By Britt Craig. 

New York, February 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Georgia has no idea of how 
many aviators she had in service, 
active and otherwise, in the great 
war. Every day nearly there seems 
to spring up some unknown from 
the foothills or lowlands or Blue 
Ridge of the grand old Empire 
State to blossom into a full-petaled 
hero of the air. The-latest acquibi- 
tion to Georgia's aerial hall of fame 
is Lieutenant Blanchard B. Battle, 
of Columbus, bombing pilot, who 
gave blase New York ship news re- 
porters a thrill last week with his 
story of being shot down over St. 
Mihiel, and being shunted from one 
prison camp to another, finally at- 
tempting a daring escape, which 
was frustrated by a dog. 

Lieutenant Battle has just arriv- 
ed from overseas. Clad in snappy 
English khaki, a combination of 
British design and American, which 
makeshift garb he was forced to don 
when he discarded the prison-worn 
clothes which had been on his back 
throughout his internment, he step- 
ped off the gangplank of the cruiser 
St. Louis at Hoboken into the arms 
of the ship news scribes, who were 
eagerly awaiting him, having heard 
in advance of his adventures. But 
the scribes found him a. modest, 
reticent chap, hard to get a story 
out of. and twice as hard to be 
made to talk on the subject of him- 
self. When they had picked a few 
bare details from the feathers of 
glory in his cap, the Georgia flier 
vanished in the crowd of officers 
and men swarming off the St. 
Louis.

Planned te Escape. 

Battle and the naval officer con- 

to escape, and on the night 
of September 24 dug out of prison 
and made their way in darkness to- 
ward the Rhine. But they did not 
travel far together. German sen- 
tries spied them and fired voliey 
after volley in the direction of the 
fugitives. Neéther was struck, how- 
ever, although they became lost 
from one another. Guided by the 
North star,. without food or maps, 
the Georgian continued toward the 
Rhine. He hid by day and traveled 
by night. Isaacs, more favored by 
fortune, made his way tq the river 
and swam across and to the safety 
of his own lines. 

But Battle, when within 200 yards 
of the river was attacked by a huge 
police dog, the companion of a Ger- 
man patrol. The bark of the dog 
attracted the sentry, and befofe the 
Georgian could reach its shores to 
dive into the river for a desperate 
swim he had been overtaken. He 
was returned to prison and release 
at the close of the war. Despite 
his modesty over his own achieve- 
ments, despite his unwillingness to 
discuss himself, despite his eager- 
ness to escape the reporters, there 
was one thing the Georgia birdman 
talked volubly about—and it was 
that dog. 

“But for that damned dog,” he 
concluded after a scathing indict- 
ment of the canine species tn gen- 
eral, “Tl’d have been out of Germany 
h long, long tfme before they turned 
me out,”
